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Brief explanation of the f igtire. " 

The figure is the front view of a part of the wire by this invention. 
E?cplanation of the invention in detail. 

This invention concerns with the structure of filament material for 
handicrafts or handiworks. The fiber thread (2) twines around the metal core 
wire (1), and around it, the covered filament (3)» in which the fine metal wire 
(A) is twined around ly fiber thread (B), twines in the reverse direction of the 
fiber (2) twines aroui^ the metal core(l). 

The kind of filament material which has been available had the foUow- 
ing structtire: A metal core wire is twined around by cotton thread, and furtheiCD 
around it, a cross twined fiber twines in the reverse direction of the inside 
fiber. In this case, however, since the top cross twined fiber is made of ^ 
several uniform thread, the surface gives the flat iir?)ression without any q" 
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attractive shades. For example, (a decorative button is made of this kind of

filament, the product will give in5)ression of ordinary wrapped button without 
any interesting effect. .O 
On the other hand, in this invention, since the upper twined thread (3) "*< 
is made of core wire (A) twined around by fiber (B), when it twines around 
the wire (1) which is also twined by fiber (2), it gives the impression of 
several ropes twined together where the concave and convex are distinct and 
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creates the co]q>lex azKl interesting shade effect* Ibreover, since the metal 
wire (A) twines around the metal core wire(l) tight and presses the fiber 
threadTbetween securedly. Also the flexibility of the wire (1) is supple- 
mented by wire (A) and provides easier handling in making handicrafts. 

Because of the excellent appearance of the fiber covered filament, its 
application is diverse; such as making animal figures by bending it, and 
making button hooks for gowns. 
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
